Plans for the operation of the fed- 
eral government’s new agency were 
revealed here by Ryburn G. Clay. 
president of the Fulton National bank, 
who is chairman of the special ad- 
visory committee for the sixth fed- 
eral reserve district, and who has 
named on his committee some of the 
most prominent banking executives in 
the southeast. 

“Under the plan of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation the govern- | 
ment will advance at once to liqui-| 
dating banks what our committee | 
feels their assets will be worth from 
three to five years hence,” Mr. Clay | 
said. “Our committee members will | 
appoint appraisal boards in their | 
states and it is on the appraisals of | 
these local boards on which the com- | 
mittee will act because it is felt that 
the leaders of a particular’ district | 
know better than anyone else just | 
how much eventually can be realized | 
on-the assets of their closed institu- | 
tions.” | 

Mr. Clay said he had just received | 
detailed information from the liquida- |

Mr. Miller, who had served the 
Southern railway and. its affiliates | 
for more than 40 years,-wWas widely | 
known in Atlanta and throughout the | 
south.

during a period of ten years resided 
in a home ‘on Peachtree circle. 

Thoroughly conversant with every 
detail of railroad operation, Mr. Mill- 
er also took an active part in civic 
and social affairs. He and Mrs. Mill- 
er were members of All Saints’ Epis- 
copal church here. They had no chil- 
dren. Mr. Miller was a member of 
the Piedmont Driving Club, the Capi- 
tal City Club and the Druid Hills 
Club. 

He was promoted to the position of 
vice president in charge of operations 
of the Sonthern in 1920 and trans- 
ferred to Washington, which is head- 
quarters of the railway system. Since 
January 10, 1921. he had served as 
vice president of the Georgia, South- 
ern and Florida: the Alabama, Great 
Southern: the Cincinnati. New Or- 
leans and Texas Pacific: the New Or- 
leans and Northeastern, find affili- 
ated lines.

From 1923 until 1930, he served 
as president of the assembly. Dur- 
ing those years he earned high praise 
from the British and Indians alike 
as a man of strong convictions and 
strict impartiality. 

His period of greatest activity was 
during the civil disobedience cam- 
paign, and he was in prison twice. 
His health broke and he was released 
for treatment. He came to America, 
arriving in New York in September, 
1932. Last April he left America 
for London and once more was taken 
seriously ill. 

He was removed to Vienna and 
finally to Geneva.

MOSCOW, Oct. 22.—(4)—Regard- 
Maxim Litvinoff’s fellow countrymen 
expect him to return from Washing- 
ton with the long-desired mandate of 
recognition. it became plain today 
that only those in the highest coun- 
cils of the soviet know what actual 
position he will take in conversations 
with President Roosevelt. 

The doughty little commissar of 
foreign affairs whose trip to America 
(his first) will cap a year of diplo- 
matie successes in Europe definitely 
and finally refused to make a state- 
ment to American newspaper corre- 
spondents before he leaves Tuesday 
for Le Havre, Franee. He will em- 
bark probably Thursday from the 
French port. 

M. Litvinoff conveyed his refusal 
through the press section of the for- 
eign office, which explained it was 
felt advisable here not to discuss the | 


‘subject publicly at this juncture. 


Foregone Conclusion. 

General opinion in the soviet. how- 
ever, seems to inditate that formal 
diplomatic recognition, is a foregone 
conelusion barring some unforeseen 
and serious disagreement, else Pres- 
ident Roosevelt never would have 
initiated the discussions. 

A sign of the assurance with which 
a soviet-American rapproachement is 
regarded was the rise in value of the 
American dollar on local exchange. 
On the day before the exchange of 
messages was made public by the two 
presidents the price of the dollar was 


to 1 rouble 37 kopeks, as compared 
with a parity of 1 rouble 94 kopeks. 

It was regardéd here as beyond 
doubt that M. Litvinoff will be pre- 
pared to give President Roosevelt 
whatever assurances and guarantees 
he requires for recognition in con-

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.— 
early days of March, 1918, were 
mentous in Moscow: 
The bolsheviks had overthrown the 


Kerensky provisional regime and 
founded the soviet union—a commu- 
nist government. 

The soviets, in February, had re- 
pudiated the Russion debt. Creditor 
nations were deeply concerned. 

The German offensive on the eastern 
front swept onward. The soviets de- 
cried this “war of imperialism;” they 
wanted peace—almost .at any price. 

Then, on March 3—in the west 
Russian town of Brest-Litovsk, with 
the spearhead of the kaiser's army 
thrust at them—the soviet&S signed 
the treaty of peace with Germany. 

Allied nations were in consterna- 
tion. They had depended on the Rus- 
sian participation in the east to keep 
the Gecanens from concentrating on 
the western front. 

They appealed to Lenin and Trotzky 
to fight now. Hopes were held out 
for immediate recognition by the al- 
lied powers—despite the debts repudia- 
tion. 

On March 5, Trotzky transmitted 
to America—through Raymond Rob-

AND DEFENDS NRA 


President, in Address to 
Nation, Tells of Recov- 
ery Policies With Firm 
Assertion That ‘We Are 
on Our Way.’ 


RFC WILL BUY 
YELLOW METAL 


Says Dollar Will Be Re 
valued After Restoration 
of Price Level; ‘Chisel-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—(?)—~ 
President Roosevelt tonight announced 
a government market for gold and 
eventual “revaluation” of the dollar 
in a talk to the nation from the White 
House in which he gave assurance that 
““we are on our way and headed in the 
right direction.” 

Placing his full confidence behind 
the recovery campaign, Mr. Roosevelt 
disclosed his monetary policies, in- 
cluding a decision to buy or sell gold 
in the world market as a step to- 
ward “managed currency.” 


He authorized the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation “to buy gold 
newly mined in the United States.” 

“When we have restored the price 
| level,” he said, “we shall seek to es- 
|tablish and maintain‘a dollar which 
, will not change in purchasing and debt 

paying power during the succeeding 
| generations.” 
Without direct reference to the sit- 


‘uation in the midwest farm belt, he 


assured that farm prices are going to 
be raised and “if we cannot do this 
one way we will do it another, but 
do it, we will.” 

He attacked the “chiselers” of the 
NRA and noted that “in the vast ma- 
jority of cases, in the vast majority 
of localities—that the NRA has been 
given support in unstinted measure.” 

The president’s address was broad- 
cast over nationwide hook-ups of the 
National and Columbia systems. 

He spoke from the study of the 
White House before a circle of his 
recovery chieftains. The president in 
calm, deliberate expression talked to 
the nation about every phase of the 
recovery administration and con- 
cluded : 

“Our troubles will not be over to- 
morrow, but we are on our way and 
we are headed in the right direction.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt sat among the group 
of government leaders and their wives 
in the study, knitting as she listened 
to the president talk. 

Mr. Roosevelt put the operation of 
the government market for newly 
mined gold under the administration 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration. 

“Whenever necessary to end in 
view,” he disclosed, “we shall also

“This is_a policy and not an ex- 
pedient. “It is not to be used mere- 
ly to offset a temporary fall in 
prices.

been mailed to county extension 
agents and financial agencies in the 
south and farm adjustment officials 
said today that actual lending might 
begin early this week. 


Along with the loan agreements 
went a detailed list of regulations 
under which the loans will be made. 


The text of the regulations follows: 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has extended to the Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation a line of cred- 
it for the purpose of enabling Com- 
modity Credit Corporation to make 
Joans and-or purchase paper of pro- 
ducers of cotton, secured by pledge of 
cotton warehouse receipts. These in- 
structions state the requirements 
with reference to making such loans 
and the purchase of such paper, 

1. Definitions — As used in these 
instructions, unless the context other- 
wise requires, the following terms 
will be construed respectively to 
mean: 

(A) Producer—Any person, part- 
nership, association, or corporation 
producing or acquiring cotton either 
as landowner, landlord, or tenant. 
| (B) Eligible Cotton — Cotton pro- 
| duced in 1933, classed low middling 
or better in grade, the beneficial title 
‘to which is and always has been in 
| the producer. 
| (C) Lending Agency—Any bank, 
_co-operative marketing association, or 
‘other corporation, partnership, asso- 
‘ciation or person, lending money to 
| producers on eligible cotton warehouse 
‘receipts, upon C. C. C. form A. (A 
‘loan agency of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation is not included 
within this definition.) 

(D) Eligible Paper—Notes of pro- 
ducers with loan agreements executed 
upon ©. C. C. form A or any form 
hereafter approved by Commodity 
\Credit Corporation. 

2. Forms—The following docu- 
ments must be delivered in connection 
with every loan made or note purchas- 
ed by Commodity Credit Corporation: 

(A) Note of producer (C. C, 
form A). 

(B) Loah- agreement (C. C. C. 
form ; 

(C) Warehouse receipts issued by 
approved warehouses, together with 
certificate of the warehouseman or 
warehousemen’ issuing said receipts, 
as hereinafter prescribed. 

(D) Producer’s letter of transmittal 
(Cc. C. C. form B), or lending agency s 
letter of transmittal (C. C. C. form C). 

3. Amount—Loans to producers 
will be made by the lending agency 
or by Commodity Credit Corporation 
on the basis of 10 cents per pound 
‘for eligible cotton produced in 1933, 
‘classed low middling or better in 
srade and 7-8 inch or better in sta- 
ple, and 8 cents per pound for such 
cotton classed as low middling or bet- 
ter in grade and below 7-8 inch in 
staple. 

4. Time and Manner of Loans and 
Purchase.—Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration will purchase eligible paper 
at par with accrued interest at the 
rate of 4 per cent per month to the 
date of payment of the purchase price. 
Commodity Credit Corporation will 
make loans direct to producers and

5. Direct Loans.—It is contem- 
plated that producers will ordinarily 
obtain loans from a local bank or 
other lending agency which, in turn, 
may sell the paper evidencing such 
loans to Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion. Arrangements, however, have 
been made for making direct loans to 
producers. In such cases the note 
must be made payable to Commodity 
Credit Corporation and must be de- 
livered to the loan agency of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
serving the district in which the pro- 
ducer resides. Papers for direct loans 
tendered by mail, in person, or other- 
wise must be accompanied by a letter 
of transmittal on C. C. C. form B. 
Upon delivery of all necessary docu- 
ments properly executed and upon ap- 
proval of the loan by the manager 
of the loan agency payment will be 
made to the producer. 


6. Preparation of Documents—A 
producer desiring a loan upon eligible 
cotton may obtain the necessury forms 
from any county extension agent in 
the cotton-producing areas, also from 
the loan agency of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation serving the ter- 
ritory in which the producer lives or 
lending agency is located. A list of 
such loan agencies appears on Page 3 
of these instructions. Such forms may 
also be obtained from Commodity 
Credit” Association, care Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, Washing- 
ton, D. C. The forms are identified 
——— reprints or substitutes may be 
used, 


If a producer is a member of a co- 
operating marketing association, he 
should negotiate his loan through such 
association. All blanks in both the note 
and loan agreement must be filled in 
with ink or typewriter in the man- 
her indicated therein and no docu- 
ments containing additions,  altera- 
tions or erasures will be accepted by 
Commodity Credit Corporation or Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 
Only the white copy of the note and 
loan agreement marked original is to 
be executed; the colored copy marked 
sent is to be retained by the pro- 

ucer, 


7. Liability of Producer—If the 
producer complies with the terms of 
the loan agreement he will not be per- 
sonally liable for any deficiency upon 
the sale of the pledged cotton. ‘The 
note and loan agreement govern the 
liability of the producer and should 
be read carefully. 

8. Lending Agency—The lending 
agency may indorse the notes of pro- 
ducers without recourse as provided 
on the note, C. C, C. form A. Care 
should be exercised by the lending 
agency to determine genuineness of the 
Signature to the note and loan agree- 
ment and that the warehouse receipts 
are genuine and represent merchant- 
able cotton in existence. A charge of 
15 cents per bale may be deducted 
from the loan proceeds as a charge 
for handling the loan documents, in- 
cluding any bank exchange, 

9. Cotton Listed for Sale—The 
producer may list the pledged cot- 
ton for sale with any factor, broker, 
co-operative marketing association, 
commission merchant, or other selling 
agency. ‘The commission for such 
Service may be in such amount as is 
agreed upon between the producer 
and such selling agency, except that 
if the sale is made while the note 
is in default the commission paid such 
selling agency shall not exceed eighty- 
five (85) cents per bale or 2 per cent 
of the gross sale price, whichever is 
less, The holder of the note may, at 
any time before or after maturity, 
terminate the agreement with such 
selling agency for the sale of said

14. Insurance-—Holders of notes 
desiring insurance coverage until 
such time as the notes are sold to 
Commodity Credit Corporation, should 
obtain such coverage at their own 
expense.

ity Credit Corporation, an allowance 
wwill be made (to cover insurance) 0 
5 cents per bale of cotton for each 
month, or part thereof, from the re- 
spective dates of the producer’s notes 
to the first day of the month of pur- 
chase. Producers to whom loans are 
made dre expected to obtain, at their 
own expense, any insurance coverage 
desired in respect to their interest or 
equity in the pledged cotton. 

15. Federal Reserve Banks—The 
federal reserve banks and branches 
thereof will act as fiscal agents of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, in their respective districts, in 
making disbursements on eligible pa- 
per approved by the‘ loan agency of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion in that district. Such notes, to- 
gether with the warehouse receipts 
securing the same, will be held by the 
federal reserve banks as security for 
the loans made by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to ‘Commodity 
Credit Corporation. 

Upon the approval of the docu- 
ments by specified loan agencies, the 
federal reserve banks or branches 
thereof are authorized to make pay- 
ment therefor to the lending agency 
or the producer. 

16. How Money Is To Be Obtained 
From the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion—Where the loan is to be made 
by Commodity Credit Corporation di- 
rect to the producer, the producer 
letter (C. C. C. form B) is to be 
completed by the producer and pre- 
sented either in person or preferably 
by mail with eligible paper at the 
loan agency of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation serving the dis- 
trict in which the producer resides. 
A copy of this letter is to be retained 
by the producer as a memorandum. 
Upon approval of the documents, pay- 
ment will be made pursuant to the 
letter. 

Where the letter and documents are 
presented by the producer in person, 
the certificate printed at the battom 
of the letter need not be executed, 
provided the producer can furnish evi- 
dence satisfactory to the agency man- 
ager as to his identity. 

Lending agencies desirous of selling 
eligible paper to Commodity Credit 
Corporation will follow the same pro- 
cedure except that the lending 
agency’s letter (C. C. C. form C) 
will be used. It must be completed 
in accordance with the instructions 
printed thereon. 

17. Loan Agencies of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation.—Loan

County officials should keep com- 
plete and up-to-the-minute records of 
all transactions concerning county af- 
fairs in order that information con- 
cerning the county’s financial condi- 
tion be immediately available at 
all times. County officials of many 
counties no doubt are doing this now, 
but in many of the smaller counties 
this is not true. Methods of book- 
keeping in many of the smaller coun- 
ties are obsolete, and should be re- 
placed by new and up-to-date meth- 
ods. In our own county, for in- 
stance, the method is obsolete and 
out of date, and should be replaced 
with up-to-date methods. We under- 
stand our commissioners are prepar- 
ing to do this, for which they are 
to be commended. They certainly 
can render the county no better serv- 
ice, and the Advocate-Democrat sin- 
cerely hopes they will not delay put- 
ting new and up-to-date methods into 
effect. 

There is no excuse for the fail- 
ure of many county administrations 
to install accounting systems de- 
vised along up-to-date lines and un- 
der which not only the county of- 
ficials, but any taxpayer, could be 
acquainted quickly and clearly with

Gunn on Washington street; its pres- 
ence there is not easily explainable, 
but the fact remains. 

The most persistent annoying of 
this species of snake cannot make it 
bite. I have tried time and again 
to make them mad enough to bite me, 
hut without success. I have had spec- 
tators at this sort of contest climb 
on chairs and desks and even window 
sills to escape the raging fury of the 
se-called adder. It is a picture of 
viciousness; the body flattens and 
loud hisses rush from the glottis as 
this reptile seeks to intimidate his 
tormentor. Failing to accomplish this 
purpose, it will turn on its back, 
mouth open, and play dead. If si- 
lence ensues, the snake will turn right 
side up and try to crawl away, but 
a sharp clap of the hands will send it 
back into its fake death. All in all, 
it is the most amusing species I know, 
and so totally averse to biting that 
it makes a nice pet for the children. 

The name adder, as we implied be- 
fore, is a misnomer. This species is 
rather common near Atlanta, and may 
be found in open situations. The 
name that heads this article is taken 
from the unusual shape of the rostral 
scale. In most snakes the rostral, 
which is the scale ‘at the tip of the 
head, is rounded and smooth, but in

That reminds me—the name her- 
petologists give to this species is 
Heterodon contortrix. Watch the 
living specimens, and you need not 
strain your imagination to understand 
the aptness of the specific name. 

Like most individuals that bluster 
and rage, the hog-nosed snake is lit- 
erally a bag of wind. He will not 
bite, as I know from many trials, 
and is so amusing when his wind 
deserts him that he merits all the 
laughs he gets.

Most west players chose 
to underlead one of their aces, and 
having nothing to go by, chose a low 
club. Where this lead was made, the 
success of declarer in making the 
most of the hand depended on whether 
or not, after taking a round of spades 
and discovering the adverse trump dis- 
tribution, he immediately sensed that 
the heart suit would also break bad- 
ly, with probably a string of cards 
in that suit held by east. Those de- 
clarers who subsequently led the 
ace of hearts from dummy to test 
out that suit were doomed to go down 
2 tricks, as the first round was ruf- 
fed. The careful declarer, still hop- 
ing to make his contract, but not 
wishing to go down more than one, 
led the first round of hearts from 
his own hand so that if west ruffed, 
a low card could be played from 
dummy. 

Even if the defense started off by 
leading three rounds of diamonds, 
careful play would allow declarer to 
still take nine tricks and go down 
only one, as south, instead of taking 
five spade tricks, three heart tricks 
and a club, could take six spade

WASHINGTON. Oct. 22.—M)— 
A complete revision of the federal 
tax structure, embracing a tightening 
of the income tax law and a re- 
vamping of liquor levies in expecta- 
tion of prohibition repeal, is the pur- 
pose of a study to get under way 
tomorrow before a house ways and 
means sub-committee. 

The aim of the administration and 
congressional leaders is to work out 
a balanced program that will insure 
a steady flow of revenue into the 
treasury to meet the government’s 
current expenses under any economic 
condition. 

Besides planning to _ levy liquor 
taxes to bring in $500,000,000 a year 
in the event of repeal, the adminis- 
tration hopes that, on the basis of 
the findings, it will be possible for 
congress to plug loop-holes in the in- 
come tax law and restore it to its 
former position of providing more than | 
half 

In addition, the scope of the sur-| 
vey includes possibilities of removing 
several of the so-called nuisance taxes 
imposed in the billion-dollar revenue 
bill enacted in 1932.

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Text of Roosevelt’s ‘Third Report’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The fol- 
lowing is tke text of- President 
Roosevelt's address made tonight 
from the White House: 

It is three months since I have 
talked with the people of this coun- 
try about our national problems; 
but during this period many things 
have happened, and I am glad to 
say that the major part of them have 
greatly helped the well-being of the 
average citizen. 

Because, in every step which your 
government is taking we are think- 
ing in terms of the average of you— 
in the old words, “the greatest good 
to the greatest number’—we, as 
reasonable people cannot expect to 
bring definite benefits to every per- 
son or to every occupation or busi- 
ness, or industry or agriculture. In 
the same Way no reasonable person 
can expect that in this short space 
of time, during which new machinery 
had to be not only put to work, but 
first set up, that evety locality in 
every one of the 48 states of the 
country could share equally and 
simultaneously in the trend to better 
times. 

The whole picture, however—the 
average of the whole territory from 
coast to coast—the average of the 
whole population of 120,000,000 peo- 
ple—shows to any person willing to 
look—facts and action of which you 
and I can be proud. 

FOURTH OF UNEMPLOYED 
NOW BACK AT WORK. 

In the early spring of this year 
there were actually and proportion- 
ately more people out of work in 
this country than in any other na- 
tion in the world. Fair estimates 
showed 12 or 13 millions unemployed 
last March. Among those there 
were, of course, several millions who 
could be classed as normally unem- 
ployed—people who worked occa- 
sionally when they felt like it, and 
others who preferred not to work 
at all. It seems, therefore, fair to 
say that there were about 10 mii- 
lions of our citizens who earnestly, 
and in many cases hungrily, were 
seeking work .and could not get it. 
Of these, in the short space of a 
few months, I am convinced that at 
least four millions have been given 
employment—or, saying it another 
way, 40 per cent of those seeking 
work have found it. 

That does not mean, my friends, 
that I am satisfied, or that you are 
satisfied that our work is ended. We 
have a long way to go but we are 
on the way. 

How are we constructing the edi- 
fice of recovery—the temple which, 
wher completed, will no longer be 
a temple of money changers or of 
beggars, but rather a temple dedi- 
cated to and maintained for a great- 
er social justice, a greater welfare 
for America—the habitation of a 
sound economic life. We are build- 
ing, stone by stone, the columns 
which will support that habitation, 
Those columns are many in number 
and though, for a moment the prog- 
ress of one column may disturb the 
progress on the pillar next to it, 
the work on all of them must pro- 
ceed without let or hindrance. 
RELIEF FROM HUNGER, 

FROM LOSS OF HOMES. 

We all know that immediate re- 
lief for the unemployed was the first 
essential of such a structure and 
that is why I speak first of the fact 
that 300,000 young men have been 
given employment and are _ being 
given employment all through this 
winter in the civilian conservation 
corps camps in almost every part 
of the nation, 

So, too, we have, as you know, 
expended greater sums in co-opera- 
tion with states and localities for 
work relief and home relief than 
ever before—sums which during the 
coming winter cannot be lessened for 
the very simple reason that though 
several million people have gone back 

o work, the necessities of those who 

ave not yet obtained work is more 
severe than at this time last year. 

Then, we come to the relief that 
is being given to those who are in 
danger of losing their farms or their 
homes. New machinery had to be 
set up for farm credit and for home 
credit in every one of the 3,100 
counties of the United States and 
every day that passes 18 saving 
homes and farms to hundreds of 
families.

The Last Touches Are Put on the Page Garden

Peter and Nancy spent all their 
leisure time in the garden. They 


wanted to get it in order and ready 
for the frosts and snow. 


First, they gathered all the dead 
clumps and brown tops of delphi- 
nium, hollyhock, sweet William. In- 
stead of throwing these brown tops 
away they burned them all to ashes. 
Many a plant disease is spread 
through carelessness in destroying the 
means of infection. 

They separated the large clumps of 
arabis and of veronica. Here they 
found they could make enough divi- 


sions to give them arabis to edge a 


whole perennial bed. 


Nancy planned to put arabis first. 


for a low edging. Then beyond that 
she planned to plant sweet alyssum 
next spring. Back of the alyssum 
she ,wanted to have clumps of pinks. 

But not all her perennial bed was 
planned. She had a diagram of it 
drawn to scale. In the next few 
weeks before the hardest frosts she 
would make alterations in the plant- 
ings after she had worked out her 
next year’s plan. On the plan she 
intended to put the location of plants 
already in the ground: Small stakes 
indicated the placement in the bed 
itself. Then she asked Peter to dig 
up some of the ageratum and pinks 
that were still flourishing. By hav- 
ing quite a ball of earth these could 
be safely planted in pots and brought 
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indoors for a mouth’s more blossom- 
ing. All the bulbs, the tulips, chio- 
nodoxas, snowdrops and squills were 
put into the ground. These were 
planted in masses and drifts rather 
than in small and separate plantings. 
The effect at blossom time, Nancy 
had learned, was much better when 
the flowers appeared in clumps and 
not in small spots.

Market Moves Hesitantly 
on Strength of News De- 
velopments Abroad.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—()— 
Bonds moved haltingly during the past 
week as conflicting news developments 
apparently caused both traders and in- 
vestors to assume a hesitant and 
cautious attitude toward ‘listed loans 
generally. 

It was true that United States gov- 
ernment securities and most of the 
prime investment corporation maturi- 


ties maintained a steady to firm po- 
sition. But secondary issues were in 
supply at most times and their prices 
were considerably reduced. The more 
speculative loans followed stocks 
closely.

The federal reserve’s reduction of 
the rediscgunt rate from 2 1-2 to 2 
per cent had been expected for some 
time and apparently had little effect 
on the list as a whole. The modest 
curtailment of the reserve system’s 
open-market purchases of government 
obligations also created little stir in 
the senior security section. 

The rails and low-priced utilities 
were under pressure throughout, al- 
though there were no especially pessi- 
mistic news which might have de- 
pressed them. While there was still 
some question regarding the continu- 
ance of utility earnings under the 
higher costs entailed by the industrial 
recovery program, freight car loadings 
showed a more than seasonal increase 
due to heavier coal and livestock ship- 
ments.

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 22.—(4)— 
The cotton market during the past 
week alternated between periods of 
activity and comparative quiet. Price 
fluctuations were wide and rather 


nervous and erratic. ‘The spread be- 
tween extremes was as much as 78 
points, with the lowest levels reached 
early in the week owing to uneasiness 
created by the withdrawal of Ger- 
many from the arms conference and 
war talk. 

This early decline caused December 
to drop to 8.70; down 45 points from 
the closing level of the preceding Sat- 
urday. The decline was helped by 
weakness in stocks and grain. The 
market rallied during the middle of 
the week on the announcement that 
this country would hold aloof from 
all European complications and by 
the news from. Washington to the 
effect that arrangements had been 
made to finance the advance of 10 
cents a pound on the unsold balance 
of the present crop. 

The market was further helped by 
reports of the existence of a strong 
holding. movement in the interior due 
to the 10-cent advance and to the 
agitation in favor of pegging the 
price of cotton at 15 cents. Spot 
buyers found it difficult to obtain the 
cotton they wanted owing to the in- 
creasing scarcity of offerings. The 
demand for spots continued good from 
domestic mills and large spot traders 
but the export demand decreased ow- 
ing to the unsettlement in Europe 
and the wider fluctuations in foreign 
exchange. 

While there was some reaction late 
in the week, prices eventually im- 
proved owing to a recovery in stocks 
and wheat and the report that nego- 
tiations were in progress for the rec- 
ognition of soviet Russia. Final prices 
showed a net gain compared with the 
close of the previous week of 8 
points.
